COURTIER BEST OF SEAGRAM ELIGIBLES. 

King's Plate Candidate Comes from Family That 

Has Figured Prominently in Canadian R aci n g. 

Tomiito. Out.. May 18. — Tiie big chestnut colt, 
ruurtlcr, wlilch at present appears to be the liest 
of J. E. Seagram’s six ellgibles for the King’s 
Plate, was foaled at Waterloo, but he is not a 
s«ni of any of the Waterloo sin's. His dam. Sibyl, 
had lK‘cn lired to Paladin when Mr. S**agraiii bought 
her at one of J. B. Haggiu’s sales four years ago. 
and the foal was called Courtier. Tlie purchase of 
Silly I was dicta t<*d hy tlie fact that she represented 
a strain of Idood tlmt had many distinguished rep- 
n*s*‘iitativc8 in CanadiuD racing of a generation 
ago. Her half-brother. Willie W.. by Princeton, 
won the* Plate for Mr. ’Kas Burgess of Woodsto<*k 
four and twenty years back. In those days the dis- 
tain e was a mile and a half, and some years earlier 
it had been mile boats. Roxaline. the dotn of Sibyl, 
is regarded h.v some as the most remarkable produc- 
ing mare Canada has ever seen. Among her pro- 
geny were Willie W.. Baster. Brait. Fred B.. 
Piliieess laiuise. April Fool and Roquefort. Easter 
won tlH? Ontario Derby and eighteen other races 
up to two miles for Dr. Andrew Smith and Charles 
Boyle. Princess Louise was first raeeil by the late 
Joliii Foi'bes. and after being sold for export to this 
eoiuitry v.’as known simply as lYincese. She won 
thirty-eight races. Willie W. won slxtcwx times be- 
sides his victory in the Plate. Fred B. won half 
a (kweii and lUtu ug f a r U -elglrt timf?s. -while B"alt 
came home first In thirty-three races. 

Ill this country Roxaline’s sister. Marian, achieved 
even a greater record, for she was the dam of si?;- 
tcen winners of over 250 races, and these imdudeil 
such cI;umi>ions as Emperor of Norfolk. El Rio Rey 
and Yo Tamhieu. 

I’aladin was iuiportetl to New York in utero hy 
A. II. and I). H. Morris, and won the Larchmont 
Stakes as a two-.vear-old. His turf career was also 
successful at three, four aud five years. His sire, 
the Hermit horse. Hawkstone. was a full-brother to 
the Oaks winner. Lonely. Courtier is bred to run 
fast and far and it may be that he will revive the 
glorbs of a line that brought so much credit to 
Canadian racing. Sibyl is not now owned by Mr. 
Seagram. She was luelud<?d in his December sale 
of 1906 and was taken for $100 by P. H. Winters 
of Lacoinlie. .\lberta. 

ATTITUDE^ OF GOVERNOR HUGHES. 

Said to Be Satisfied with Racing as Conducted Now 
at Belmont Paifc. 

New York. May 18. — From a source of authority, 
which ill this case is Governor Hughes himself, 
oouveyed through the medium of Robert M. Fuller, 
it Is learned that he Is satisfied with the reports he 
has rt*i-eived In reganl to the conduct of racing at 
Belmont Park, and that the reports circulated that 
Assistant District .\ttoruey Elder had interviewed 
Governor Hughes on the question bf procedure, whei 
racing came under his jurisiUctiou at Gravesend and 
Sheepshead Bay in June, had no foundation, that the 
governor had not seen nor heard from the district 
attorney. Tliose in close toucli with Governor 
Hughes are pronounced in reporting the attitude oi 
the governor regarding the outcome of the Hart 
Agnew hill. They say the law Is there, that the 
courts have iuterpreted it. and so long as the asso 
ciatious and the public live up to the decisions of 
tlie courts no further action will be taken. Any 
infraction of the law will 1 h? Immediately looked 
into. This seems to lucmn that as the olijc'ctionable 
features of betting on horse racing have been elimi 
uatod. the sport will continue and presumably grovi 
uriou the new foundation that is now being bnilt. 
This will be cheering news to those who are much 
concerned in the welfare of the turf, and will do i 
great deal to bolster up the weak-kneed, who are 
loaded up with fear and trembling at the slightest 
rumor of pending evil. 

SOME WISDOM OUT OF EXPERIENCE. 

After a little ex|K-rienee the New York Tribune 
which held up both hands for Governor Hughes 
Miiti-lH‘ttlng legislation, is not nearl.v so onamortMl 
of the result it heljied to bring ulioiit. It was iirge< 
against tlie Hart-Agnew law that it was not a prac- 
tical measure, and that the result of its oiieratioi 
wmild not \Ht any iinprovi'iiieiit on the previous c*on 
dition of affairs. The Tribune regretfully concedes 
that: 

‘•Formerly, with the posting of odds. competitliMi 
enabled the public to obtain the lK*st iKKssilile terms 
But now. with secret betting, a iMM^kniiiker can giv^ 
such short (Kids as to insure large profits for him 
self. With the cliancc*s of losses through credit 
liettiug. the cost of an army of peripatetic assist 
ants to Ik* useil aud the protection of competition re 
moved, the percentage against the public will prob 
ably be long .’’

Louisville. Ky.. May 18. — Features and incidents 
were plentiful at Chnrclilll Downs this aftmujon ami 
kept the big attendance present well entertained. 
The cup race for gentlemen riders created great 
interest and enthusiasm among the smart set. which 
were abundantly on band in tiie clulibonse, while 
the other races gave the regulars thrills by spirited 
finishes. 

The desperate struggle that Gypsy King and Hy- 
perion II. engaged in through the stretch drive, ulti- 
mately resulting in their finishing a dead heat for 
the purse in the third race, was greatly appreciated 
and both horses were accorded liberal applause ou 
their return to the scales. 

Some of the best amateur riders in the west and 
south had mounts in the cup race, which was at a 
mile, and the laurels went to Mr. Pi*arce. who had 
the mount on Grenade. XIKIiord. piloted by Mr. 
Farris, being a close second and Mr. Schwartz, astrid«? 
Teeta H.. getting third place. The latter furnlsheii 
some excitement hy getting the lK*tter of her riiler 
after the finish and running a mile at top speed be- 
fore brought under control hy some stable help. The 
usual ceremonies, sueli as the presentation of the 
cup to the successful rider and according him cm 
gratiilations. were duly carried out. 

The main incident of the afternoon, one that ap- 
pealed mostly to the regular race-goers, was the 
de.ad heat lM*tweeii Hyperiim II. and Gypsy King. 
Fur awhile owuer Bedwell iusisted ou ruiiuing Gypsy 
King back, but later gave in to Hyperion II. ’s owm*r s 
wishes and consented to split tiie purse. As it was 
a selling rac*e liuth horses hud to Ik? put up for 
aiiotiou. Gypsy King was entered to N' solA^for .- 
$500 aud IIy|H*riou II. for $6tM). but under the ^les 
governing dent heats iu si'IIing races the amount 
that eitiier Iiorse won of the purse money is added 
to the entered sale price. This made Gyps.v King’s 
sale price $687.50 and HytK*rlon II.’s sale price 
$787.50. When G.vpsy King was offered for sale 
Fred Liizader prumptl.v liUl him up to $905. but 
failed to get him. Hyperion II. did not cxmimaml 
a raise. Owner Bedwell. in retaliation, clafnied 
Richard Red, wliich had fluishi'd third, 'paying for 
him the small sum of $825. 

The mile and twenty yards handicap resulted in 
victory for the sp«?edy Schulte filly. Gliding Belle, 
which iucideiitally broke the track record .a fifth 
of a second and came close to tin* American record 
of 1:40 for the distance. Gliding Belle forcetl 

the spiK'dy Green Seal to <|uit lK*fore going a 
half mile. She then dashed into a long lead, but 
near the end had to be hard hustld to outstay Old 
Honesty. The latter, under a eapalile ride, made a 
game finish aud easily lK*at Warfield out in the 
fiual drive. Warfield was worked au additional 
quarter after the race, iu preparation for the La- 
tonia Derby, in which he is a certain starter. He 
was timed separately a mile and a quarter in 2:06il. 

The dosing race n*sulted in a head victory for 
Rustle over Gerr.vmander. with the early patv- 
maker. Orlamlot, a nose back. Orlaudot tried to 
run out ou the stretch turn and came near to caus- 
ing Rustle’s defeat when he forced her wide. 

Sir Uleges. in the second race, started from the 
barrier as If he would sproadeaglo his opponents, 
and took a five-lengths’ lead in the first quarter. ii;it 
after rounding Into the stretcli he iH’gan tiring ami 
Zienap barely failiKl to lieat liira. St. Eliiiwuoil. ou^ 
of the t*oici*s. kindiiig in third place.

DEATH OF A GOOD HANDICAP HORSE. 

IVter Sterling, a one time good handicap horse and 
for the past tw<> years the jiroiierty of Edward 
Trotter, died Monday at Louisville. The horse, 
acquired by Trotter when he made his initial trip 
to California in the fall of 11M17. proved an unprofit- 
able inve.stment f<«* Mint owner, evincing an inability 
to run well in the muddy going that marked the 
deciskm of the important stakes for which Trotter 
pointed him at Oakland. When track conditions im- 
proved towards the close of the Oakland meeting, 
tin* horse fell sick and never afterwards recovensi 
bis gcMHl form. His last start w’as at Seattle. Au- 
gust 20. 1JM»8. when he ran absolutely last in a race 
won by Green Seal. It was in the i-olors of A. Brown 
liiat Peter Sterling ran his la*st races. The record 
of the horse w’as as follows:
